Predictions that Its Distinguishing
Morks Will Gitimately Disappear.
Tha persisience of the Hebrew type

of features I8 a matter of common

remark and sometimes wonder.  Hat
it 1s not strange that a race that Keeps
stock so pure should retsin Its
typal forms. However, all Jews are
not nlways distinguishnble asg such by
their features. Any one who attends
the services of the Jewlsh sgnogagies
in great Kuropean conters, as gt Ber-
lin or Amsterdinm, will frequently gee
faces that, out of the svnagogue would
not readily be taken for those of the
chosen peaple.
